"At first I hesitated about turn- 


ing the boy loose upon the neighbors 
to solicit their orders, but when they 
began to telephone to us of their 
own accord for fresh peas, beans, 
etc., I made up my mind that we 
were really doing the people a favor 
in supplying them with fresh vege- 
tables at a moderate price. 


"From peas alone, we took 
in 


about $16 in this way. George got 
$8 of that. And there is a further 
understanding between 
us that he 


must save half of all he earns. The 
boy sticks faithfully 
to this plan, 


keeping the money in a little metal 
bank until there is enough to take 
to the savings bank. 


"He can do what he likes with the 


other half of his share of the money. 
I am glad to say that he uses it for 
sensible purposes. He saved enough 
in this way to buy a bicycle, which 
in turn he uses to extend the scope 
of his operations as agent 
for

000,000 pounds of standard grauu- 
lated sugar. With normal growing 
conditions for the rest of the season, 
the output this year should be over 
60,000,000 pounds. The 2,976 farm- 
ers who grew beets in 1914 received 
for their crop a total of $1,203,425. 
In addition to this sum realized by 
the farmers the industry paid in sal- 
aries and wages of field and factory 
workers $930,000, brought 
to the 


railroads of the state $100,000 for 
transportation and 
expended 
over 


5200,000 for supplies used 
in 
the 


process of manufacture. 


The first beet sugar factory in 


Ohio was erected 
at Fremont in 


1900.

GERMANS HAVE 


SHOT THEIR BOLT 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


London, Sept. 15.—"The Germans ap- 


pear almost to have shot their bolt," 
said Earl Kitchener, secretary for war, 
today. "Their ad\ance in Russia, which 
at one time averaged five miles a day 
now lias diminished to less than one 
mile a day." 


Karl Kitchener's statement was made 


in a review of the war in the House 
of Lords. 
"The response of the coun- 


try to calls for recruits has heen lit- 
tle short of marvelous," he said, "but 
the prohlem how to insure the field 
force being: kept at full strength is 
encasing; our close attention at pres- 
ent, and will, I hope, soon revive a 
practical solution. I do not for one in- 
stant doubt that 
whatever 
sacrifice 


may prove necessary will 
be 
under- 


taken cheerfully by our people." 


This was the only portion of 
Ear] 


Kitchener's speech which might be re- 
garded as a reference to the possibil- 
ity of conscription.

torney General Turner, the Frank- 
lin county board of elections today 
was preparing to certify to the com- 
mon pleas court as 
"insufficient" 


more than 3000 signatures on the 
McDermott law referendum petitions 
circulated in Franklin county. There 
are approximately 6100 names on the 
petitions circulated in this county. 


The attorney general holds that all 


names which do not indicate that 
their signers personally wrote in the 
ward and precinct in which they re- 
sided, or the township, should be 
challenged by the board. 
It will be 


up to the court to decide what shall 
be done ultimately in all cases. 


Officials of the board of elections 


estimated that if the Turner ruling 
were to be strictly construed 
fully 


75 per cent of all the names on the 
petitions would be open to question 
But there is no expressed manner in 
which the ruling can be followed for 
the board it was pointed out, as it 
has no means of knowing in most 
cases whether 
the 
names 
of the 


wards and precincts were written by 
the signer or by somebody else. 


It developed today that election 


officials are not agreed as to whether 
the new law giving the 
courts 
tho 


right to determine the sufficiency ot 
petitions abrogates the final author- 
ity of the secretary of state, with 
whom all petitions must be filed ev- 
en though the intent of the law was 
to abrogate this authority. 
Attor- 


ney General Turner has been asked 
by Secretary of State Hildebrant for 
an opinion on this question. 


Some officials were in doubt today 


whether under the constitution 
the 


secretary of state does not retain his 
fight to say whether 
the 
requisite 


number of names have been filed with 
him. 


Common pleas courts throughout 


the state are at variance as to what 
constitutes sufficient names. 
Some of 


them have ruled broadly while others 
have given narrow constructions of 
the law regarding signatures. 


Mr Turner's opinion was given to 


the Franklin county board 
of elec- 


tions. One of its interesting points 


that voters need to he registered in 


order to be entitled to sign petitions.
